be doue in this direction. The minuteness
with which Ameriean Gnanoe strikes at all
the ineredients pecessary in work and manu-
facture produces mischiet out ol proportion
to tne gnin, It leads to adulterations,
bad sub titutes, bud workmanship, and to the
introduction of the refn-e of the Koropean
markelts, An ad valorem duty on drugs, for
example, is an encouragement to the cheapest
aud woret article, which 18 & scrious matter
when Iie and health are Jo question. The con-
trabund trade 18 so ereat that the market is fed
with smoggled zoods aod the custom houses
are corrupted—it ls impossible (o say how high
in the #erviee, The taridl is breakiog down as
# *ource of revenue and the bulk of the tixes
cannot be 1alsed. The objects are & retaru to
gold currency, the establishment of creditin
order to tbe counverglon of the debt to & lower
rate of interest, and sach & cheapening of
materisl  and  relleving  of  industry s
stull  enable the Amerlean wmanufso-
turer 1o compete with the foreign in
the market of the world, These ends are
remote for the present, hiardly even in view, bot
till they are sttaiped America cannot feel that
ghe has the full command ot her own resources,
or that ehe enn do anything which threatons an
nddition to burdens aund perplexities already
beyond endurance, What, then, is the remedy?
It s Lo eouble Awerican industry to help ltsell,
by putting it, a8 much as possible, on an
equulity with foreign, This can buly be done by
giviog il an abundant and cheap sapply of raw
material, ol atticles in the early stages of
manuiaciure, and of everythine which may be
necessary to manulactore., Within 4 sbhort
fime we have siruck from the lariff map
hupdreds of articles the taxation of whie
led to more trouble aud evssion than they
were worth, The process was hardly logleal,
for, In sirict justice, sinull quantities may as
well be taxed as Jorge. But finunce is not a
mutter of justice so much ns of conveslence or
ol necessity, and itean ut loust aifford to spare
whatever it plenses, The Americans mnst give
up thetr pleasivg dresm, or rather their fan-
tastic fetion, of peilect finaueial eqaslity.
They cunvol tax everrbody and everything
equally, Ifthey will submit to tax what they
can by rougher rules than thorc of abstract
justice, they will dod themsclves more just In
the end.
